Post Graduate Research Scholarships to be awarded in 1923 


Two Post Graduate Scholarships will be awarded for the encouragement of original 
research to candidates who have high and special qualifications and appear to be likely to 
conduct original research with success. The value of each scholarship is Rs, 100 a 

. month, and each is tenable for a maximum period of three years. 


2, Ordinarily one scholarship will be awarded annually to a student who proposes 
to carry on original research in scientific subjects, in¢luding such branches as natural 
and physical science, chemistry, mathematical science, etc., and another scholarship will 
similarly be awarded for research in literary subjects, including such branches as 
“laitgnages, comparative philology, palwography, epigraphy, philosophy, history, 
archwology,’anthropology, etc. No application for a research scholarship will be consi- 
-Aered unless a candidate submits certificates showing that he has the capacity for under- 
taking the research proposed and a programme of work indicating a definite course of 
enquiry. :
